This is in response to the Official Action dated March, 10, 1992, the period for 
response to which has been extended to expire on July 10, 1992, by the filing herewith 
of a petition for a one month extension of time and payment of the required fee. 

The outstanding Official Action sets forth a provisional obviousness-type double 
patenting rejection of the claims as being unpatentable over the claims of copending U.S. 
Patent Application Serial No. 07/753,906. 

Applicant submits herewith a terminal disclaimer under 37 CFR 1 .321 (b), along with 
the statutory fee of $110. The terminal disclaimer was executed by the appropriate 
corporate official, whose corporate title is Attorney, and therefore the terminal disclaimer 
is in proper form for recordation.

Applicant at this time wishes to direct the attention of the Examiner to the 
following information, which information is representative of a large body of prior art 
known to the applicant and which confirms the fact that salmeterol has a longer duration 
of activity than salbutamol. However, none of this body of prior art teaches combination 
therapy as claimed in the preseht application. The publications are listed on the attached 
form which corresponds to form PTO-1449. Applicant respectfully requests that the 
Examiner consider the two publications and return an initialled and dated copy of the 
attached form to confirm that the publications have been made officially of record.
